In seeking an investigation of the Police Depart- 
ment, Partney alleged Hopkins wanted to “get” 
him, a statement allegedly made by Hopkins to 
Murgic. 

There’s no proof it happened, Goldenberg said, 
but the allegation is among several the Division of 
Criminal Investigation was asked to investigate by 
State’s Attorney Dick Allen following a meeting 
with Partney on Thursday. 

In making the allegation against Hopkins, Part- 
ney wrote: “FACT: John Hopkins made promises 
to a Granite ‘City Police Officer (which he said 
came down from the Mayor) if this Granite City 
Police Officer would do what they wanted him to 
do, in order to discredit Dan Partney.”” 

Hopkins confirmed Friday that he met with 
Murgic to discuss the patrolman’s report. Murgic 
was told that if he wanted to file a complaint 
against Partney for assault, then the city would 
give Murgic legal support. There were no other 
promises, Hopkins said. 

Murgic could not be reached for comment Fri- 
day evening. Police Department policy does not 
allow patrolmen to discuss investigations. 

Murgic didn’t press charges because there 
wasn’t a g to the report, Partney said. 

Goldenberg doubted that the DCI would investi- 

te three of Partney’s five charges. They won’t 

ileal with allegations that do not involve criminal 
activity, Goldenberg said. 

Due to an agreement made at the meeting, Gol- 
denberg would not discuss what Partney presented 
in the discussion with Allen. 

“There is no evidence that three of the allega- 
tions contain criminal activities," Goldenberg said. 

Golden! said his office will investigate non- 
criminal behavior, but he said the allegation 
against Hopkins hasn’t been supported by evi- 
dence.

The site will be cleaned using 
money from the federal St = 
fund. The fund was established 
in 1980 to help pay for cleaning 





hazardous waste sites. 

The study will examine’ the 
extent of pollution in ground and 
Surface water, soil and air. 

“They are really being cooper- 
ative. Something will be done to 
minimize the spread of the 
material,’ Miller said. A report 
is expected in January, he said. 


‘Thirty six test wells have been 
set up throughout the waste site 
and in surrounding residential 
areas. There are wells as far 
south as 12th Street and as far 
north as 20th Street. 


The wells will play an impor- 
tant part in determining the 
extent of the water pollution. 

In a related matter, Miller 
said materials from the pile 
have been found in Venice. 

“It’s been used as fill in a 
number of areas,’’ in Venice, 
said Miller. He said the material 
was used as backfill for alleys.

Rail crossings |

GRANITE CITY — Many rail- 
road crossings in the city will be 
made safer because of a number 
of improvements in the coming 
months. 

Norfolk and Western Railway, 
in conjunction with the Ilinoi 
Commerce Commission, will 
install new and larger warning 
lights, a more sophisticated train 
sensing system and will remove 
some abandoned tracks. 

Norfolk and Western will take 
advantage’ of ‘the state’s Grade 
Crossing Protection Fund. The 
state and the railroad will split 
the costs of the improvements. 

Norfolk and Western initiated 
the improvements when the rail- 
road ‘decided to adopt a single 
track system on its Decatur to 
St. Louis run. 

When the project is finished, 
trains traveling on most Norfolk 
and Western tracks will use a 
single track’for both north and 
south directions, instead of the 
current double-track system. The

appellate prosecutor has filed a 
motion in the Fifth Appellate 
Court District in Mt, Vernon to 
set aside a stay of Partney’s 
driver’s license suspension. 

After hearing Partney’s 
appeal in Madison County.on 
whether Granite City Patrol- 
man Tim Lyerla had probable 
cause to stop Partney the night 
Partney was arrested,’ Associ- 
ate Judge Edward Ferguson 
stayed an automatic suspension 
of Partney’s license. 


Though Ferguson ruled that 





















Lyerla had probable cause, 
Ferguson lifted Partney’s sus- 
pension pending Partney’s 
appeal to the appellate court of 
the probable cause ruling. 

The Illinois secretary of 
state’s office issued a state- 
ment that said Ferguson’s stay 
was invalid and registered 
Partney’s license as being 
suspended until Madison Coun- 
ty Associate Judge Daniel 
Stack granted Partney an 
injunction against the secretary 
of state’s office. 

The appellate prosecutor has 
asked the appellate court to 
rule that Ferguson was not 
allowed to temporarily stay the 
license suspension under state 


law. Partney’s attorney, Leon 
Scroggins, objected to the 
motion. 


No court date has been set-. 
on Partney’s probable cause 
appeal or the license suspen- 
sion issue.

-Thompson to slash spending after tax plan dropped = 


On June 29, when it became 
clear an increase in taxes for 
fiscal 1988 had little support, 
Gov. James R. Thompson 
addressed the Capitol Press 
Corps on what he thinks will be 
done ‘‘to bring state spending in 
line with, state revenues.”” 

The following are Thom n’s 
remarks: _ 

On Feb. 4, I stood before the 
Illinois General Assembly in my 
State of the State address and 
asked three questions. 

First: Do we in Llinois have 
the intellectual, moral and politi- 
cal courage to make the right 
cucices for ourselves and our 


Secondly: Can we reach a 
common accord in the General 
Assembly? 

Third: Do we understand that 
in government, as in every other 
facet of life, we have to pay for 
what we want? 

Those were the questions I 
asked the people of this state 
and the political leadership of 
this state on Feb. 4. I am sad to 
report to you on June 29 that, 
based upon my conversations 
with leaders, the answer for IIli- 
nois, as of this date, to those 
three questions appears to be no. 

So far the Lllinois General 
Assembly has failed to respond 
to the future of Ilinois, but I 
said something else five months 
ago as a conclusion — that I 
refuse to let that happen. We 
have been unable to reach an 
agreement on a needed increase. 
I remain hopeful that we will 
reach that agreement in coming 
months or in coming years an 
that we will come ck to the 
state capitol to take the actions 
that should be taken now to 
allow this state to move forward. 
But in the absence of that at this 
spring session of the Illinois 
General Assembly in 1987, I will 
do what is required for me to do 
under the constitution. 

As you will recall under the 
Constitution of Mlinois, it is my 
job to recommend an executive 

udget and to recommend how 
to pay for it. I did that in March 
and ft have continued to do that 
between March and this day. 
For every dime that I proposed 
to spend, I_ proposed a dime to 
pay for it. For every program I 
roposed that we continue or 
Begin, I found a way to pay for 
it. 

There has been no response by 
the General Assembly to those 
recommendations other than to 
say that they will appropriate 
funds without having a means to 
provide the money. And so [ 
must report to you that based 
upon the action taken thus far, 
one day before the normal time 
for adjournment, it appears that 
the General Assembly will send 
me a budget for which there is 
not sufficient revenue. Which 
means they will have failed in 
their constitutional duty, as plain 
as any other part of the constitu- 
tion, to raise the revenue and 
appropriate the funds. Not to 
recommend but to do it. And 
they haven’t done it and they 
won't. 

Under our constitution, the job 
then comes back to me to bring 
expenditures into line with reve- 
nues and I will. I have told 
every member. I have told every 
leader. I have told you and I 
have told the public, time and 
time and time again between 
March and now — what will be 
cut. That includes education, 
human service, all budgets, all 
agencies, all constitutional offi- 
cers, all branches of government 
— equitably, fairly and across 
the board. 

There were many worthy 
ideas develo: by members of 
the Illinois neral Assembly at 
this session, but unless they 
have revenue attached to them 
to pay for the ideas, they will be 
returned to the General ‘Assem- 
bly. This governor isn’t writing 
any rubber checks to the people 
of Illinois. 

Now, I continue to believe that 
the budget which I presented to 
this General Assembly in March 
was a good and a sound one. 
Both in the general funds and in 
transportation — for now and for 
our future. I said on the day that 
I offered it that I was open to 
compromise on the ideas and the 


amounts as 1 have been every

year for 11 years. And I said 
that if others had different ideas 
about where to spend the money 
and how much to spend, they 
ought to come ferward. They 
have not. 

But I am here,*my lieutenant 
governor is here, we are agreed 
that was an appropriate pro- 
gram and we wa be here when 
the Legislature resumes its -ses- 
sion in the fall ready, willing 
and able to help the leaders ani 
members of the General Assem- 
bly do the right thing. 

A word on how we got here. I 
assume that wh@r this General 
Assembly ends there will be 
enough goats to scape and there 
will be enough blame to distrib- 
ute, and I'll stand in line to take 
my share first. 

Since 1985, the legislature has 
sent me dozens of good ideas, 
ways to help people, which costs 
money, the expenditure of state 
dollars. They passed them by 
overwhelming, bipartisan mar 
gins — help for poor people, help 
for old people, help for children, 
help for farmers, help for the 
unemployed, all kinds of help for 
all kinds of People. They passed 
them. I signed them. 

Many of them I have signed 
against the advice of my direc- 
tor of the Bureau of the Budget, 
who for 11 years has stood for 
fiscal integrity and ‘‘don’t sign a 
bill unless you can pay for i 
regardless- of how good it is. 
And I'd say to him, “Doc, you 
know, this is a good idea.’’ And 
he’d say, ‘“‘You can’t pay for 
good ideas with no money.” 

And I'd read the editorials and 
the editorials would say, ‘‘It’s 
just $3 million. It’s just $4 mil- 
ion. It’s just $10 million. It’s 
just $12 million. It’s a good 
idea.” 

And I'd sit and say to myself, 
“Well, maybe the economy will 
pick up. Maybe they’ll do the 
right thing next year. Maybé~ 
prosperity is around the corner. 
Maybe, maybe, maybe."’ 

Look at the roll calls — 91 to 
10, 46 to 3, whatever the vote, 
and sign it. So I signed it. So 
I’m as guilty as anybody. I’m as 

ilty as every member of the 

neral Assembly who ever sent 
me a bill without providing the 
money to pay for it because I 
thought they were good ideas. 

I thought it was a good idea to 
help elderly people. I thought it 
was a good idea to-heip the 
poor. I thought it was a good 
idea to help children abused. I 
thought it was a good idea to 
help hard-pressed farmers. But 
you know what? All those good 
ideas have piled upon us and 
now we can’t help them because 
there is no money to pay for it. 
And we have come to an end of 
massaging the budget to get it 
done year after year. 

So we're gong back to the old 
days and by that I mean we're 
going to stand for fiscal integrity 
once more in Ilinois without any 
questions, without any caveat, 
without any maybes, without any 
promises that can’t be fulfilled. 

If a good idea-comes to me 
from the General ‘Assembly and 
there is revenue to pay for it, I 
will sign it. If a good idea comes 
to me from the General Assem- 
bly without the revenues to pay 
for it, no matter how worthy, I 
will veto it. And then they will 
have the final choice but I will 
have done my duty. 

And in the _ budget-cutting 
efforts which will follow this day 
I will go backwards as much as 
I can to undo some of the dam- 
age that we have done to our 
budget with all those good ideas 
that people now don’t want to 
face up to. 

But I wanted you to under- 
stand and I wanted the people of 
Illinois to understand that I will 
stand in the line first to say that 
what I did, no matter how wor- 
thy the intent, no matter how 
much I wanted to help, no mat- 
ter how worthy the program or 
appealing the group, was wrong 
to do without the money to pay 
for it. I should not have listened 
to the groups. I should not have 
listened to the editorials. I 
should not have listened to the 
Legislature. The money was 
either there or it wasn’t. I 
should have listened to Dr. Bob 
Mandeville. 

Now, I called the four legisla-

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tive leaders this morning to 
make sure that I would fav 
their absolute, last, final word to 
me, in person, so that I had 
their positions so that I could 
explain ‘them to you and here 
they are. 

I asked each of them in turn 
whether they or their caucuses 
would support a modest tax 
increase to enable Illinois to 
move forward in vital areas like 
education, human services, and 
economic development and pay 
our bills. This is what they said. 

President Phil Rock .told me 
he ‘‘was willing to support a one 
half percent increase in the per- 
sonal income tax and a corre- 
sponding increase in the co! 
rate tax and to work in Ris 
caucus to pass it.” He attached 
no conditions. 

Pate Philip said that ‘‘under 
the right conditions he could sup- 

rt a modest tax increase on 
he order supported by Sen. 
Rock.’ Those conditions includ- 
ed changes in worker’s. compen- 
sation laws, changes in UI laws, 
additional money for schools 
who do not. now get very much 
money from the state aid formu- 
la — he didn’t care how it came 
— some kind of property tax 
relief .——he-—didnt’care how it 
came. Those were the four con- 
ditions. 

I said to Pate the following, 
“The leaders of the business and 
labor community in Illinois sev- 
eral days ago agreed, apparently 
unanimously, among themselves 
to put over the issue of workers’ 
comp. reform for a year and a 
half. That was their choice. 
Despite what I hear on the trail 
in Illinois in terms of com- 
pans, especially from small 
usinesses, especially.from busi- 
nesses near the border of other 
states with lower worker's comp. 


. for a year and a half and labor 


has agreed as well.’’ And so I 
told Sen. Philip that the first of 
his conditions was beyond his 
control and beyond my Control. 


And secondly, I told him, that 
it was my understanding that 
business and labor leaders had 
agreed on permanent reform of 
the unemployment compensation 
system. A reform what would 
work, that would save businesses 
in this state half a billion dollars 
a year in unnecessary unemploy- 
ment comp. tax for the next five 
years, or $2.5 billion; that would 
increase benefits for ‘unemployed 
people and extend benefits for 
unemployed Feople. and make 
our trust fund solvent — some- 
thing that must be -done before 
the first of the year. But that 
they were unable or unwilling to

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to the Illinois General Assembly 
because business and labor at 
the negotiating table and the 
Mansion will not agree on the 
issue of ‘‘lock out.”” 

And so the business communi- 
ty of this state needs to be plain 
that their representatives in 
Springfield forged an agreement 
which they are unwilling to pres- 
ent that would have sav the 
business community two and a 
half billion dollars worth of busi- 
ness taxes over the next five 
years. 

And labor leaders in Spring- 
field have been unwilling to send 
a package to the Legislature 
that extends benefits and 
increases benefits because they 
cannot agree on the proper stat- 
utory definition of a lock out.” 
And I told Sen. Philip that was 
something beyond his control. 
That was someting beyond my 
control. 

As to the issues of more mon- 
ey for schools who get little from 
the present state aid formula 
and income tax relief, the speak- 
er of the House made it quite 
clear that both he and the Demo- 
cratic caucus were opposed to 
any property tax relief provi- 
sion. That he and the Democrat- 
ic caucus were opposed to any 
changes in the school aid formu- 
la — although Sen. Philip did not 
demand a change in the school 
aid formula, he just wanted an 
additional way to get money to 
schools who were not getting 
much fromthe state. And that 
-he and the Democratic caucus 
were opposed to any linkage of 
tax increases with changes in 
workers’ comp. or unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

Since I cannot reach Sen. Phil- 
ip’s conditions for the reasons 
that I have just explained, there 
is not support, or not enough 
support, on the Republican side 
of the Senate. 


Lee Daniels told me that it 
was the preference of himself 
and the House caucus to enact 
their so-called ‘2 percent solu- 
tion’”’ which failed passage in the 
House the other day. That 
absent the cutting of the budget 
by 2 percent there was “‘little 
support’? among House Republi- 
cans for an income tax increase, 
but that he had been and was 
still willing to work with me, the 
governor, on the issue of an 
income tax increase so long as 
the Legislature was in session.”” 

The speaker said that in addi- 
tion to refusing linkage to the 
four issues which Sen. Philip 
said were important to Senate 
Republicans, he said there was 
“not a great deal of support” on 
the Democratic side of the 
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House to real estate tax relief in 
Winois. And when I asked the: 
senator point blank, where he, 
Mike Madigan, the. speaker -of: 
the House, stood onthe issue,of 
a tax increase, he said his “‘posi- 
tion was not defined.” ‘ 

Those are the literal quota~ 
tions from -the four legislative 
leaders delivered to me in per-- 
son. You can correspond them: to 
what, they’ told you: Br 

Now, in the budget-cutting pro- 
cess as I said. I will attempt to 
go across the board with the 
greatest amount of the equity 
possible. I have sent a letter to 
all the other constitutional offi- 
cers telling them that we might 
come to his day and asking them 
to tell me in writing. what their 
budget priorities were so that I 
wasn’t cutting their budgets 
blindly. 

If another ‘constitutiorial offi- 
cer tells me that ‘just take it 
across the board, -what ever the 
percentage is,” I'll do that. If 
they tell me, “‘take more out of 
here and less out of here 
because my office will function 
better,’”’ Pll respect that. I’ve 
worked with my brother’ consti- 
tutional officers for .the last 11 
years, and I intend t6 do that. 

Up _ until ‘now I’ve always had 
the ability to do them the courte- 
sy of signing their budgets as is 
— except perhaps for 1982 — but 
I don’t have that running room 
this year. And so political cour- 
tesy Will have to give way to fis- 
gal reality. 

Those constitutional ‘officers 
who have not answered my let- 
ter, I ask again to do so before I; 
receive the budgets and act on’ 
them, otherwise I will be forced 
to use my best judgment con-, 
cerning their budgets and I feet> 
uncomfortable doing that.’ I 
wasn’t elected to run those 
offices. I bear no responsibility” 
for running those offices but T 
will use my best judgment on’ 
those budgets. 

In the budget cuts, I will do‘ 
my best to protect the core func-' 
tions of government — in educa’ 
tion, in human services, and: in 
operations. I am sure there will 
be plenty of quarrel about that; 
but every eyar, in good budget | 
years or bad, in high budget 
years or low, with or without tax 
increases, there is always quar+ 
rel about whether you have done 
enough for any particular group. 

‘That's what the governor’s job 
is all about, at least at that point 
in the life of an appropriations 
bill where I am given some sa; 
in how much it is. And I wi 
remind you that I do not have 
the final say in how much it is. 
The Legislature will return in 
the fall and act on my vetoes. 

In making those tough budget 
judgments this early summer I 
will rely not only on the Bureau 
of the Budget and on the direc- 
tors of the cabinet agencies 
involved, on the independent 
agencies involved — in educa: 
tion, for example — but I invite 
the input of the whole communi- 
ty. I want as much information 


. as I.can get before I take action 


but I will not wait long.'The lon- 
ger we wait, the more difficult it , 
is to put our house in order. ~~ 
Putting the house in order 
means this bottom 'line: We will 
pay our debts beginning with’ a 
$100 million short-term borrow- 
ing that the comptroller and the 
treasurer agreed- with me early 
in the year to take. That will not 
take new legislation. There is @ 
continuing appropriation already, 
in the law. The treasurer will 
pay that back in February. tt 
will be paid back. We are not 
about to start the business in 
Illinois of rolling over debt.
